Farmers’ Union of Alberta ““Round- 
up Day” exceeded expectations, it 
was stated last week by W. D. Sutm- 
mers, director of the one-day mem- 
bership campaign. Favored by un- 
usually mild weather, for the time of 
year, and backed by a record turn- 
out of some 8,000 canvassers, the 
drive began under ideal conaitions. 


Interest in the campaign was ap- 
| parent from the extent of the area 
| covered. Canvassing Was carried on 
from the 49th parallel to the 57th 
}parallel. There, the Keg River 
farming community undertook to 
canvass township 101, over 600 miles 
due north of the international bor- 
der. 

Results are coming in slowly from 
country districts as “foremen"” are 
reported to be holding back fina] re- 
turns until “mop up” action had 
been finished,

29, 20 per cent of the foreman had | 


made returns. Most of these re- 
turns were interim one. A gross 
membership of over 18,000, of which

objective. 

It was pointed out by the drive 
director that it was not safe to con- 
clude that late returns would equal 
first percentages.

The new $325,000 high school here 
was officially opened Friday evening 
at special ceremonies. The building 
embodies such features as spacious 
accommodation, attractive light fix- 
tures, pastel decorated classrooms 
with matching venetian blinds, wide 
corridors lined with individual lock- 
ers. 

The school is of modern brick and 
reinforced concrete construction, and 
is provided with the latest in heating 
and ventilation equipment, as well a: 
furnishings. 

Besides six classrooms, quarters 
are given over to household econom- 
ies instruction, with equipment in 
cluding electric stove, sewing ma- 
chines ond service tables provided 

A dining area at one end is divided 
from the main room by vertical 
trellis work to the ceiling. The lav- 
oratory-science room, accommodat- 
ing 20 students at one time. is equip- 
ped with five four-student units 
containing sinks, hot and cold water 
and four Bunsen burners. 

Besides this there are staff rooms 
offices and a library. The gymnasi- 
um-auditorium is 50 by 110 feet. anc 
contains a Stage and dressing rooms

Wonder Acid 


One of the miracles of modern 
Chemistry is the usefulness of sul- 
phuric acid. In some way or an- 
other, it has had a hand in prod- 
ucing almost every single thing 
we use every single day. Did you 
know that each person in Canada 
uses a hundred pounds of sulphur 
ic acid in a year? 

Not in its pure form of course 
Like so many chemicals, it almost 
hever appears as a consumer pro 
duct. Instead, it is used with othe: 
products to produce new materials 
such as synthetic detergents, steel 
for automobiles, rayon for cloth 
ing. 

The kitchen refrigerator is just 
the last place you would expect 
to find a corrosive acid, But the 
frige itself would'nt be there with 
out it. Sulphuric is widely used for 
cleaning the steel before the white 
coating is put on and for making 
the fertilizer which helped grow 
the food inside, Even the milk we 
drink has been tested with sulph- 
uric acid to determine its butter: 
fat content, 

In clothing, every pound of ray- 
on costumes its quota of sulphur: 
ic acid, And we'd be a pretty drab 
looking lot without chemical dyes 
which again are dependent upon 
this acid for their manufacture. It 
is important in paper making, in 
manufacturing colors and paints, 
in refining glues, in tanning leath 
er and making the alum used to 
clarify drinking water. 

But by far the greatest work of 
this powerful acid is in produc- 
ing the food we eat. Hardly a food 
product is grown today without 
the help of fertilizers and the fer- 
tilizer industry is by far the larg: 
est user of sulphuric acid. More 
than half the sulphuric made in 
Canada today goes into the manu- 
facture of food for the crops of 
this country and of many foreign 
lands.

Hospital patients have a new 
ally in their fight for health, It 
is color, carefully chosen and 
tastefully applied to the walls and 
furnishings of their rooms. 

For centuries philosophers and 
scientists have known that in some 
subtle way man was affected by 
color, But only in recent years 
have doctors been putting color 
to work. According to one medic- 
al historian, the first hospitals in 
existence had thick red carpets-- 
not to cheer up the patients but to 
hide the blood stains! 


The development of modern 
medicine with its emphasis on san- 


itation changed all that. In the 
late 1800's sterile white became 
the hospital color. It) remained 


standard for the next three gene 
ations, Early in this century, medi 
cal men began to realize that a 
room of shiny white is not the 
most relaxing environment for a 
person who is ill and they began 
to introduce a fairly standard 
range of pastel colors, greys and 
buffs (or browns, usually for 
dades). 

Lately, hospitals have been ac- 
cepting color as an active partner 
in their war against illness, They 
find that it can even stimulate his 
will to recover. Physicians and 
color consultants have discovered 
that mental attitudes--- extremely 
important to physical well being 
-- can be modified by use of color 
in surroundings. 


Light colors, according to the 
experts, have a cheering influence 
on most people. Red stimulates 
the brain and is well suited to off- 
set depressive moods. Blue, on the 
other hand, is soothing to neur- 
otics. Orange alone is too stimu! 
ating for use in room decorating. 

White— the old hospital stand- 
by-- is cheery enough, but it’s too 
cold when used alone. Green has 
a cooling effect and is subcon 
sciously associated with nature 
and health. Brown is restful and 
warming, but may be depressing 
unless combined with orange, yel- 
Jow or gold. Purple and mauve 
are sedative, soothing colors. 

Yellow, on the othar hand, 
seems to be a potent stimulant. 
Used in surroundings where pa- 
tients are confined for long per- 
iods of time it stimulates but does 
not tire, creating the atmosphere 
of well-being so necessary in re- 
covering from any illness.

birds before they are eligible for 
Canadian Standard grades, This re- 
presents a very considerable ex- 
pense in addition to the outright 
loss in grades and no doubt is re- 
flected in poultry prices. 

With continued expansion and 
improvement, poultry processing 
plants are in a position to offer 
rail-grading service for a large 
part of our poultry crop. Dressing 
of poultry, particularly turkeys, 
should not be undertaken on the 
juowdInbo ajyenbape ssojun une 
and help are available, and only 
with a complete knowledge of re- 
quirements and know-how. We 
strongly urge turkey growers to 
vive serious consideration to the 
rail-grading system of marketing 
and suggest that you contact the 
poultry processing plant of your 
choice for details regarding kill- 
ing charges and delivery schedule. 

For those producers who do un- 
dertake farm dressing of poultry, 
the following points should be ob- 
served in order that poultry may 
qualify for Canadian Standard 
grades, 

1, Check a sample of the flock 
and be certain that birds have suf- 
ficient fat and flesh for top 
grades and are free of excessive 
pin feathers. 

2. Starve birds 24 hours before 
killing with access to clean water 
to ensure that crop and intestines 
are empty. Do not market. birds 
with full crops. 

3, Do not attempt to semi-scald 
and secure qualified advice on 
killing and bleeding techniques. 
Discoloration from improper kill- 
ing and bleeding accounts for con- 
siderable loss on grades in farm 
dressed poultry, 

4. Remove all plumage feathers 
and all pin feathers protruding 
through the skin, with particular 
attention to the hocks and the vent 
area, Do not market the birds with 
wing fans, 

5. Birds should he singed to re- 
move body hairs, with care not 
to discolor, 

6. Feet should be free of ex- 
traneous material, and mouth and 
vents should be flushed, 

7. Immediate chilling to an in- 
ternal body temperature of 40 de- 
grees, or lower, is most essential. 
Birds should be hung bythe feet 
for cooling. Do not pile poultry 
or deliver warm poultry to market, 
and avoid freezing. Farm dressed 
poultry exposed to improper tem
